In the afternoon a larg e 
number of these deleg ates formally waited 
on Prince Bismarck and pre ented him with 
address &*.

iu prai-e of the patriotic spirit with which 
the Germans as a people have responded to 
all calls ma le ou them in the interest of the 
empire, and reviewed at some leng th the 
events which have emblazoned the history 
of Germany since her unification.

stands,” said the prince, “one of tho foremost 
among 
nations, resnected 
by 
all, and 
feared by not a few. 
This” h® continued, 
“is entirely due to the people’s love of the 
fatherland, aud their readiness to sacrifice 
every interest to the futherance of the 
nation’s welfare.” 
In conclusion, Prince 
Bismarck spoke as follows: 
The German arm y has made, and will 
uphold, the mig ht of the empire long after I 
have piano A away. 
For the soldieis of Ger­ 
many no words of mine can convey enoug h 
praise. 
Their deeds of valor in co ntending 
with her foe* are t >0 fresh and too well en­ 
g raven on the minds of the people to need 
any mention by me.

[Globe-Democrat Interview.] 
The proposed scientific expedition to New 
Guinea from the United States has attracted 
a good deal of attention in England and 
Australia, and the probable results of the 
enterprise have been elaborately and ably 
discussed. 
One of the most famous of New 
Guinea explorers has been in the city during 
the past week. He is Chevalier A. E. Bruno, 
an Italian soldier now residing in 8an Fran­ 
cisco, who made two trips to the New Guinea 
islands; the first time in 1877, when he pene­ 
trated fifty miles from the coast, and again 
in 1879, with Capt. Amos Weber, of Salem, 
Mass., and a 
Russian 
scientist, 
Baron 
Maclay, 
When met by the reporter the chevalier 
had just finished a conversation with a St 
Louis man who is enthusiastic over the pro­ 
posed voyage of discovery, but Bruno by no 
means shared his enthusiasm. 
“ What is really known about the islands 
of New Guinea I” was asked of the chevalier. 
“ Virtually nothing, except as to the coast 
D'Alberti, one of my countrymen, claim? to 
have penetrated into the interior a distance 
of 800 miles; but, in my opinion, no one will 
ever explore the island from one end to the 
other/’ 
“ You must have good reasons for this be­ 
lief T 
“ My reasons for such an opinion are the 
unhealthiness of the climate, the warlike na­ 
ture of the natives, aud tho terrible moun­ 
tains and swamps, which no living tiding can 
pass over or through. 
In l§ 7t I got forty 
miles from the coast in search of yams and 
cocoanuts. 
There were eight men hi my 
boat, and we were fired upon from the high 
banks of the Fly river. 
Fortunately none 
of us were hit, and I avoided a fight with 
the savages/’ 
“ Do they have fire-arms ?*’ 
# 
“ Only those near the coast. Two hundred 
miles inland they never saw or heard the re­ 
port of a gun. Even at soma points along 
the coast they are ignorant of the existence 
of 
powder 
and 
ball. 
1 
shall never 
forget one 
night 
we 
were anchored 
in 
a 
small 
bay. 
The 
moon 
shone 
brightly, 
not a cloud 
obscured 
the beautiful tropical sky and a death-like 
calm rested ou the land and water. We had 
sent presents to the islanders to satisfy them 
of our friendliness, but they mistrusted us. 
I finally induced a few to come on board the 
vessel and told them 1 would show them how 
I talked to my God, pointing at the same 
time toward the star-lit sk}\ Those on shore 
came out of their huts to see the white man 
talk with his God, and the night was one of 
the mdst picturesque I ever saw. We had 
some sky-rockets on board and I fired two or 
three of them. 
As the poor savages saw the 
bright flames shoot up and away into the 
heavens they prostrated themselves on the 
ground amid yells and cries of terror. I was 
during our stay there reg irded as a super­ 
natural being/’ 
“ What did you discover in your visit to 
the interior I” 
“ 1 found unmistakable trace« of gold, but 
was n?fc prepared to make a thorough inves­ 
tigation. 
The country is very mountainous 
and rough, which separate» the different 
tribes. 
They are very hostile toward each 
other. 
Cannibalism is practiced among 
them. 
Prisoners taken in war are kille 1, 
cooked and eaten. They use spears and bow* 
an I arrows. 
I barn * I by expariouce that 
the inlanders are ail thieves. 
They AriU not 
hesitate L> kill a stranger for 
purposes of 
rob lie ry, 
“ is polygamy practiced? '’ 
“ In soma jutrti of the country I presume 
so, but not where I visited. 
The women are 
quite good-looking and generally virtuous 
The people of New Guinea are copper-c >1- 
ored with smooth, regular features. They do 
not p siess the flat no*? * of tha African n>- 
groo» , and are withal handsome savage / 
“ Can new Guinea ever be utilized by white 
men? " 
“ I think not. 
It will never be of any prac­ 
tical benefit. 
It there is gold in large quan­ 
tities tho white man can’t get at it. 
Fevers 
and the natives would destroy them. 
My 
American companion, Capt. Weber, died on 
.shipboard just aftsr we returned from our 
trip to the interior. 
The islands can be of 
no value except to the people who inhabit 
them. 
Of course, they might be destroyed 
by an invading army well equipped with 
guns and cannon, but the reward wouldn't 
pay the cost. 
» Scientific men would prob­ 
ably make some important discoveries, and 
1 ? Uouid like to !*ee the American expedition 
succeed. 
Those wh > go mu» t be preoarei 
never to return ’’ 
“ Have you any desire to make the journey 
a ga in ?” 
“ None whatever. 
I am entirely satistie I 
w.th my former experience. 
I consider iny- 
s< 11 fortunate to g*?t n way alive. 
It is quite 
likely the American party will not start ou 
the voyage of discovery to the inhospitable 
N w Guinea. 
The New York millionaire 
who was to have equippod the expedition 
ha - not turned up, aud the scheme is deemed 
almost as visionary as a trip to the north 
l*>le. 
Tho struggles of 
Spain, Euglau 1, 
France, Germany and Holland for tho ]# > - 
M*g» ion of New Guinea are ludicrous to be­ 
hold. 
All the» o powers have hoisted their 
flags in different jaunt* of the island » at 
vunuus periods but the posts are now aban­ 
doned, and tin* natives, confus'd by the 
number of countries wh» * offered them pro­ 
tection, have concluded they don't want any 
protection, and oppose tho outran e of all 
stranger -1. 
Along tho coast* they proton 1 to 
be friendly, overawed by the shij» * au 1 guns 
of the invader» /’

VIEW ED FROM TH E REAR. 


P eep in g at the Opera T hroug h a H ole la 
tho Scenery—T he Conductor. 
(New York Cor. Inter Ocean.) 
I have just had a sight of a performance 
of “ Patience” from the rear. 
It did not 
eeem to me that the time-worn opera could 
afford any entertainment to a person in the 
auditorium, but 1 was mistaken as to that, 
for the Casino—full of people—were almost 
as demonstrative as though they had never 
teen the piece before. It was their facial 
aspect that first struck me, ou peeping at 
them through a bole In the scenery. ,Some­ 
body ought to photograph an audience, by 
an instantaneous proems, in the midst of 
general laughter. 
The picture would be im­ 
mensely funny. If a mirror oould be flashed 
in front of you at the instent that the 
comedian of a farce does something to make 
you roar, it isn’t likely that you would 
recognize yourself in the horribly grimacing 
reflection. 
imagine a thousand persons with sim­ 
ilarly distorted faces! That was what Bun- 
thorne and I saw, when ha wge singing some 
new topical verses interpolated into Gilbert’s 
work, and I was squinting through the p eep ­ 
hole. Still more astounding was tb* spec­ 
tacle when the love-sick maidens trooped 
upon the scene. 
To me they presented 
merely a good variety o i back hair and ar­ 
tistic outlines as they lopped in the poees of 
exaggerated sestheticisuM but to the spec­ 
tator in front, upon whom their pretty faces 
beamed, I inferred that they were entranc­ 
ing. 
This conclusion 
was based 
upon 
row after row of countenances which were 
idiotically rapt if they belonged to men and 
calmly critical if they belonged to women. 
The dudes in the nearest chairs were very 
Romeos for their facial expreesion of fond, 
yearning, callow admiration. 
The strangest face, howevor, was one 
which could be seen only from tbe stage, for 
it was that of the conductor. 
The waving 
baton and agitated back of this official may 
be familiar to you as a part of comic opera’s 
figures, but you ought really to see his 
countenance. It is a mistake to suppose that 
he employ* his arms only in keeping the 
singers in harmony, if this particular speci­ 
men was fairly illustrative of his class. He 
beat all the disciples of Valentine Vox for 
mobility and meaning of countenance.

features were like the bits of glass in a 
kaleidoscope for forming, at every shake, a 
new combination.
